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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY 


To the Citizens of Stoneham: 

April 20, Miss Mildred Howell, Assistant Librarian, resigned her posi- 
tion to take effect May 20th, after a long term of service, Her resignation 
was accepted by the Trustees with regret. 

On the same date, Mrs. Margaret W. Emerson resigned as one of the 
Public Library Trustees because of her duties as Children’s Librarian. 
This was a loss to the trustees because of her library training and knowledge 
of Stoneham’s library problems. 

June 18, at a joint meeting of the Board of Selectmen and the Public 
Library Trustees, Mrs. Charlena T. Lamson was elected a Public Library 
Trustee until the Annual Town Meeting in March, 1930, succeeding 
Mrs. Emerson, resigned, on our board. 

On the death of Miss Annie H. Brown, September 19, 1929, the most 
notable bequest in the history of the town was made by her will to the 
Stoneham Public Library—$10,000 for the purchase of books, and 
$100,000 for extension building purposes. Her generosity should be 
appreciated by all patrons of the library and booklovers. 

The efficient work of the librarian and her assistants has kept our 
library in the fore-front with other communities in this section of Greater 
Boston. 

Details of the Library’s activities may be found in the librarian’s report.
